Germany supplies a quantity of 
house fittings, locks, door handles, clasps for French doors, &e., 
also enamelware of a cheap quality. Here again there is an 
opening. Iam told there is a good possibility of selling looking 
glasses and razors to the native inhabitants of this region; the 
razors ought to be of a fairly good quality. An agent would easily 
be able to judge whether this information is correct.

“A small cold storage is already being constructed by a private 
firm, which should be of the greatest advantage, 
Cold Storage. both to the public and to the firm. I think 
this might well be expanded much more widely. 
At present the steamers from Suez take about 34 days to reach 
Port Sudan ; they run irregularly, and are not well found. Modern 
steamers could easily do the journey regularly in 48 hours. If 
they were fitted with a cold storage room, and if a cold storage 
wagon were placed on the railway, they could provide Port Sudan, 
Atbara (including Berber), Khartoum, and possibly aiso Merowe 
(Kereima) with fresh provisions, fruit, &c. Such a line of steamers 
should be able to cut out the old Nile route altogether as a means 
of communication with Khartoum, for the direct trains already run 
in 22 hours only from Port Sudan to the capital.

and Augst, by the erection cf a huge power station for the 
generation of electricity by turbines. It appears now that the 
District Council of Lérrach in Baden have approved of the scheme, 
so that its execution may be looked upon as assured. 

The undertaking is called the Augst-Wyhlen power station, and 
the concessionaires are the canton of the City of Basle and the 
power-station works of Rheinfelden (Baden), which latter works 
already produce 15,000 horse-power, but for the past six years 
have been obliged to draw largely upon the Swiss power station at 
Bettlau. 
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It is expected that the projected power station will produce 
24,800 horse-power when the Rhine is very low, and 30,000 horse- 
power when the level is higher. The weir that is to be constructed 
will be so arranged that the works at the same time form separate 
Baden and Swiss undertakings. Provision will be made for fish 
to mount the river by three fish leaps. ‘lhe cost is estimated at 
$60,0001.

Salt is in great demand, though local competition keeps the 
price low. Herrings, packed in cases, is another article freely 
patronised by the natives. The principal article of diet of the Kru 


Salt: Herrings: 
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tribes consists of rice and fish, and they purchase locally large 
quantities of imported herrings and rice. 

Although Liberia is essentially a rice-producing country, and is 
capable of growing thousands of tons a year, large quantities of 
Indian rice continue to be imported by the merchants. 

Cotton goods, as suitable to the requirements of European and 
native population alike, are always a ready article of commerce in 
Liberia. Prints, blue baft, shirtings, gaudy skull-caps, &c., find a 
ready market amongst the natives. Most of the coast tribes wear 
cotton clothes and handkerchiefs, the native women also using 
those gaudy coloured handkerchiefs known as “ Madras ” for head- 
covering. (foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,750.)

The British Commercial Agent in the United States (Mr. E. 
Seymour Bell) reports that, according to the 
New York ‘ Times,” four Japanese structural 
steel experts and engineers, sent by the 
Japanese Government to make a study of con- 
ditions in the United States, England and 
Germany, with a view of placing a large order— 
said to amount to 2,000,000/.—for machinery and steel plant 
equipment, have already visited the United States and have left 
for Europe.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Liberia.—H.M. Consul at Monrovia (Capt. C. B. Wallis), in 
discussing openings for trade in Liberia, states in his recent 
report that a British firm once established in the country, and 
doing a sound general trade, should have every chance of success. 
Palm kernels, palm oil, piassava, rubber (by arrangement with the 
Liberian Rubber Corporation), coffee, kola, and in fact, all the 
usual West African products, are to be readily obtained. 

It is, of course, necessary to thoroughly study the local condi- 
tions before starting business, and to have sufficient capital. It 
would be well to send out a competent representative to study the 
field first, who should visit all the ports of entry and compare the 
different local methods of business at these places. 

The following are the official ports of entry at which foreigners 
are permitted to trade:—Mano, Cape Mount (Robertsport), 
Monrovia, Marshall, Grand Bassa, River Cess, Grenville (Sino), 
Nana Kru, Nifu, Cape Palmas (Harper), Cavalla, Fishtown, and 
Half Cavalla.

FOREIGN TRADE OF THE UNITED KINGDOM IN 
MARCH, 1907.* 


I—GENERAL. 


The trade returns for March, 1907, when compared with those 
for the corresponding month of 1906, show increases in the value 
of the Imports into the United Kingdom, and also in the value 
of the Exports, both of British produce, and of Foreign and Colonial 
merchandise. 

The value of the Imports in March, 1907, was 57,738,7311., 
an increase of 4,477,101/., or 84 per cent., as compared with 
March, 1906, whilst the total Exports amounted to 42,853,294. 
or an increase of 3,905,735l. The Exports of British produce alone 
show an increase of 3,071,872/., or 9°7 per cent., as compared 
with March, 1906, whilst there is an increase of 833,8631., or 11°5 
per cent., in the Exports of Foreign and Colonial merchandise.

V.—SHIPPING IN MARCH, 1907. 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, during 
March, 1907, amounted to 3,185,491 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 4,584,981 tons, as against 3,241,532 tons entered, and 
4,568,532 tons cleared during March, 1906. With regard to 
the coasting trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during 
March, 1907, amounted to 2,660,758 tons, and the tonnage 
cleared to 2,595,685 tons, as against 2,752,490 tons entered, and 
2,723,343 tons cleared in March, 1906. 


VI—THREE MONTHS’ SHIPPING (JANUARY-MARCH). 


The tonnage of vessels entered at ports in the United Kingdom 
from foreign countries and British possessions, with cargoes, 
during the three months ended 3lst March, 1907, amounted 
to 9,243,436 tons, and the tonnage cleared to 13,063,336 tons, as 
against 9,323,198 tons entered and 12,655,312 tons cleared during 
the corresponding period of 1906. With regard to the coasting 
trade, the tonnage entered with cargoes during the three months 
ended 3lst March, 1907, amounted to 7,696,315 tons, and 
the tonnage cleared to 7,567,899 tons, as against 7,918,981 tons 
entered and 7,826,771 tons cleared during the corresponding 
period of 1906.

GERMAN SHIPBUILDING INDUSTRY. 


The following account of the development of shipbuilding in 
Germany, extracted from the ‘ National Zeitung” has been 
received from H.M. Embassy at Berlin :— 

The development of German shipbuilding received its first im- 
petus by the commencement, at the Imperial Yards at Kiel and 
Wilhelmshaven in 1869, of the construction of a fleet. 
the German ironworks began to produce shipbuilding materials in 
large quantities; in 1875 armour plates began to be manufactured. 
From 1882 to 1895 the number of the larger yards engaged in the 
construction of ships increased from 40 to 57, with 17,452 and

Germany has now secured the second place in the world’s ship- 
building, and comes next to Great Britain. In 1906 the total 
tonnage built amounted to 2,919,763 tons, of which England took 
1,826,343 and Germany 342, 005 (as compared with 200,000 only 
in 1904). This production, however, is only one-fifth of the 
British total. It is pointed out that Germany ought to be practi- 
cally independent of foreign building yards, as whatever country 
has the largest iron and steel works that country should, in the 
course of time, lead the world’s shipbuilding. 

The German shipbuilding industry had already in 1903 so far 
succeeded in freeing itself from dependence on foreign countries 
that it had only to obtain 1°7 per cent. and 24 per cent., respec- 
tively, of its supplies of ships’ plates and figured iron (including 
iron bars), as compared with 27:2 per cent. and 25:9 per cent. in 
the year 1899. ‘T'he establishment, in April, 1905, of the “ Schiffs- 
baustahlkontor” Company at Essen (a union of the makers of steel 
for shipbuilding) was of great importance, as all orders were by its 
instrumentality disposed of at uniform prices. The reduction of 
railway rates in 1896 for the carriage of materials for the construc- 
tion of ships to the yards has also had a considerable influence on 
the development. 

Finally, there is also the important question of the freedom of 
such materials from import duties. Under the former Customs 
Law (Section 5) such foreign materials, destined for the building, 
repairing, or fitting-out of sea-going vessels, as well as ordinary 
ships’ utensils, steam machines and boilers, were free of duties. 
Under the new Tariff the former provisions have been extended also 
to ships used on inland rivers. But the general freedom from duty 
of imported ships has been somewhat limited inasmuch as pleasure 
boats for use in Germany now pay duties. The former freedom 
from duties of wire ropes and chains has alsodisappeared. In 1898 
the value of such duty-free materials for ship-building imported 
was 779,000L.; in 1905 it had fallen to 310,000/. 

The above summary shows that ship-building in the German 
Empire is rapidly developing. It is reported that there are now

The Bill, which it is stated is published for general information, 
provides that notwithstanding the provisions of the Petroleum 
Ordinance, No. 1 of 1906 (see “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 22nd 
February, 1906, p. 365), the Governor-in-Council may authorise 
the importation and keeping of petroleum, which gives off an inflam- 
mable vapour at a temperature of below 95 deg. Fahr.—provided 
an application in writing is made to the Collector of Customs for 
such purpose. 

It is also provided that no permit will be granted to import or 
keep petroleum (as defined in the preceding paragraph) which is 
capable of being used as an illuminant. 

The Governor may remit any duties that may have been paid in 
respect of petroleum imported under the Principal Ordinance of 
1906—provided such petroleum has been imported for industrial 
or manufacturing purposes only.

‘Customs Collector to be intended for use exclusively for some 
‘‘ sanitary or hygienic purpose.”’ 
Note.—The duty previously in force was 1 anna per Imperial 
gallon.

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GERMANY—-LUXEMBURG. 


The Board of Trade have received, through the Foreign Office, a 
translation of a Convention between the German 
Kmpire and the Grand Duchy of Luxemburg 
establishing a community of interests as regards 
the taxation of cigarettes. On the 1st July last 
a Law providing for the taxation of cigarettes, cigarette tobacco 
and cigarette paper, came into operation in Luxemburg, similar in 
all respects to the Law which came into force in Germany on the 
same date,—vide the ‘“‘ Board of Trade Journal” for the 26th July, 
1906, pp. 162-4. The contracting parties agree by the present 
Convention to regard their joint territories as identical for the 
purpose of the administration of these two Laws. The despatch of 
goods liable to the cigarette tax from the German Empire into 
Luxemburg and vice versdé is not to be regarded as exportation ; 
and no freedom from taxation will be accorded in the country of 
origin to such goods passing from the territory of one party to that 
of the other.

Law, dated 24th March, and promulgated in the 
“Gazzetta Ufficiale” for the 27th March, reducing the import 
duty on mineral, resin and tar oils, other than heavy oils (Tariff 
No. 8 b), from 48 to 24 lire per 100 kilogs. ; and on non-spirituous 
varnishes containing mineral oils (Tariff No. 81 6), from 40 to 30 
lire per 100 kilogs. 

Article II. of this Law abolishes the internal tax established by 
the Law of 8th August, 1895, on the transformation or rectifi- 
cation of raw mineral oils, and the extraction of mineral, resin 
or tar oils from the residues of the distillation of mineral oils, 
from tar or from any other products of national origin. 

By Article IV., the rate of the restitution of duty paid on 
mineral oils employed in national factories for the extraction of 
salts of quinine is redaced to 2°75 lire for each kilogramme of salts 
of quinine, &c., exported. :

The Treaty also stipulates that the Servian product known as 
‘““Pekmez” (plums cooked and concentrated, without sugar), 
imported in casks, is to be dutiable under No. 502 (f) of the 
Italian Tariff at the rate of 2 lire per 100 kilogs.

This Article is not to take effect until it has been secured that 
the fiscal interests of the Republic shall not be prejudiced. H.M.

The duty is at present 10 per cent. ad valorem only.

Article V.—Cattle—The import duty on cattle imported for 
consumption, viz., 20 silver dollars* for each male, and 15 silver 
dollars for each female, is applicable both to live and dead 
cattle. Four quarters compose a carcase, and the proportional 
fraction of the duty shall be charged on each quarter. When 
carcases are imported cut into smaller sections than quarters it 
shall be deemed that a carcase weighs 400 lbs., and the duty shall 
be assessed on this basis. 

Article VI.—Coffee.—The duty fixed by the Tariff Law on coffee 
(8 silver dollars* per 100 kilogs.) shall be applicable to coffee 
imported ground. 

Article VII.—Books.-—Printed books of all kinds are to be free 
of import duty. 

Article [X.—Methylated alcohol may not be employed in the 
manufacture of alcoholic beverages, and such alcohol shall be 
rendered unfit for thaé purpose on its introduction into the

MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY, 


AUSTRALIAN COMMONWEALTH. 


According to the “ Australian Mining Standard ” a company has 
been formed in Melbourne, with a capital of 
500,0001., to erect large works for manufac- 
turing iron and steel in the Commonwealth. 
The site of operations is near Irondale, on the Mudgee line, 
N.S.Wales. In a summary on the iron ore deposits of New South 
Wales, by C. S. Wilkinson, F.G.S., the foilowing reference is made 
to the Wallerawang deposit, which the above company propose to 
work :—-‘‘ There are three localities favourably situated for the 
establishment of smelting works—near Mittagong or Picton, in the 
south-western coal-field on the great Southern Railway line; near 
Wallerawang or Lithgow, on the edge ot the western coal-field on 
the Great Western Railway, and near Rylstone, also in the western 
coal-field, on the Wallerawang-Mudgee Railway line. ‘The ore in 
thes latter localities might, if required, be worked together, and 
smelted at some central works near Wallerawang or other con- 
venient site. The quantity of iron ore available for smelting 
works in the Mittagong or Picton district is estimated approxi- 
mately at 8,234,C0U tons, containing 3,684,000 tons of metallic 
iron; in the Wallerawang district, 2.484,000 tons of ore yielding 
1,212,000 tons of metallic iron; and in the Rylstone district, 
2,226,000 tons of ore, containing 957,180 tons of metallic iron; or 
a total quantity of 12,944,000 tons of ore, containing 5,853,180 
tons of metallic iron.”

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA.

— - Ce hydraulic cement in the United States for 


the calendar year 1906, The statement is said 
to be exact within a small fraction of 1 per cent., and is issued in 
advance of the annual report on the production of cement which is 
now being prepared in the Department named. The returns of 
which it is based are complete with the exception of those from 
four small plants :— 

e total production of all kinds of. hydraulic cement in 1906, 
including Portland, natural rock and Puzzolan cement was 
90,027,321 barrels, valued at 54,015,713 dollars. Of this total 
45,610,822 barrels were Portland cement, with a value of 
51,240,652 dollars; 3,935,275 barrels were natural rock cement, 
with a value of 2,362,140 dollars, and 481,224 barrels were 
Puzzolan cement, valued at 412,921 dollars. 

The total production of cement in 1905 was 40,894,308 barrels, 
valued at 36,012,189 dollars. 





UNITED STATES OF AMERICA—PHILIPPINE 
ISLANDS. 


A report on commercial conditions in the Philippines in 1906, 
published by the United States Department of 
Cement. Commerce and Labour, states that the cement- 
making industry offers an inviting field for 
enterprise in the Philippines. There is a well-defined formation 
of limestone (the greater part of which is suitable for 
cement) underlying all the principal islands of the archipélago, 
This limestone has been thoroughly investigated with a view to 
ascertaining its cement-making qualities, at Binangonan (Laguna 
de Bay), and to a certain extent in the island of Romblon. At 
both places a very excellent quality of material was found, and 
fortunately the beds are well situated with regard to transportation 
facilities. It is believed that still more favourable locations may 
be found, or possibly a better stone be discovered, if a careful 
search were made. :

PORTUGAL—AZORES. 


H.M. Consul at St. Michael’s (Mr. W. Read), in his report on the 
trade of the Azores for 1906, states that 
Flax Industry. phormium tenax or New Zealand flax was 
exported in that year from the Azores to London 
to the amount of 88 bales. A great development, however, is in store 
for this industry, as the cultivation of this useful plant is one 
which demands little labour, a very important consideration, as 
labour is now scarce and consequently expensive. It is reported 
that an American engineer has proposed to send from the United 
States four machines for extracting the fibre. 
Mr. Read has been informed that a Hamburg firm is willing to 
pay 30l. per ton for this fibre. (Loreign Office, Annual Series, 
3,704.) 





MEXICO. 


The United States Vice-Consul at Manzanillo reports on the culti- 
és — vation of the pochote tree, which produces a 

. vo gpl Fibre fine fibre known in Mexico as silk floss. The 

= — tree grows wild along the coast, both on the 
lowlands and on the mountains; it is of very rapid growth, and 
the wood is white and soft. It is reproduced from the seed; also 
by planting limbs in the ground at the beginning of the wet 
season, which take root and grow into large trees in a few years. 
Trees that are 4 feet in diameter at the trunk, and 50 feet high, 
with branches that spread out to 60 or 70 feet across, are not 
unusual. In January the tree blooms, giving a white bell-shaped 
flower. When the flower falls a pod is formed that contains the 
pochote fibre mixed together with seeds. In March when the 
pods begin to dry, but before they become thoroughly dry, they 
are gathered and placed in bins or bags, for if they remain on the 
tree until dry the pods break open, the seeds fall, and the light 
fibre is blown away. The second year after planting the fibre 
is produced in quantities according to the size of the tree. The 
largest trees produce about 15 pounds each per year. 

Only a very small quantity is gathered, as there is no demand 
for it, except the little that is used for filling bed pillows. It has 
no regular price, but has been sold as cheap as about 2 cents 
(United States gold) per pound. ‘The pochote fibre is about as 
fine as silk, and has a staple like cotton.

Reaui on: at Order of 1907, recently made by the Depart- 
weer i Wnéht af Agriculture and Technical Instruction 
Sheep Dipping for Ireland, which affect the trade in question. 
(Ireland) Order. Article 6 of the Order provides that during the 
prescribed dipping period, viz., from the 15th June to the 31st 
August inclusive, sheep cannot enter. or be exposed for sale in, 
any market, fair, or saleyard in Ireland, unless accompanied by a 
declaration made by the owner of the sheep or his agent on a pre- 
scribed form, that they have been dipped during that period in an 
approved sheep dip. In the case, however, of sheep exposed for 
sale during the first twenty-eight days of the prescribed dipping 
period, this requirement will be satisfied if the Declaration 
indicates that they have been dipped within twenty-eight days 
preceding their movement to the market, fair, or saleyard. 

As the above requirements apply equally to sheep which may 
be taken from Great Britain for the purpose of exposure for sale 
in Ireland, persons engaged in the cross-channel trade should put 
themselves in a position to obtain the requisite Declaration to 
accompany the sheep on their entry to the market, fair, or saleyard 
in Ireland. Forms of declaration can be obtained from the 
respective local authorities in [reland in whose districts it may be 
proposed to expose sheep for sale. Article 7 requires that, in order 
to comply with the requirements of the Order as to dipping, a 
sheep shall have been clipped also during the current year pre- 
viously to being dipped. ‘This provision does not, however, apply 
to lambs less than nine months old.

JAPAN. 


The Monthly Report of the Yokohama Chamber of Commerce 
(Japanese) states that, with a view to encourag- 
Vegetable Wax. ing the export of vegetable wax, the demand 
for which is rapidly increasing in the foreign 
market, the Japanese Government contemplates granting bounties 
for the cultivation of “rhus sylvestris” and the manufacture of 
the commodity by improved methods. The total annual pro- 
duction is now valued at between two to three million yen, of 
which about one million worth is now being exported. The com- 
modity was quoted at about 15 yen per 100 kin in 1901, but rose 
to 40 yen in 1903, the quotations now ruling in the market being 
about 25 yen.

RUSSIA-—SIBERIA. 


With regard to the question of the free import of foreign goods via 
“— the Kara Sea to the basins of the rivers Ob and 
Yenesei Trade Yenesei,* despatches have been received from 
' H.M. Consul at Moscow (Mr. H. M. Grove), 
from which it appears that further petitions have been made 
to the Russian Ministries of Finance and Commerce urging 
that free imports should be allowed for a definite period in order to 
attract shipping, develop the export trade, and exploit the great 
natural wealth of Siberia. It was pointed out that Siberia is 
linked with Russia solely by the single Siberian line, and that the 
late war demonstrated the insufficiency of this connexion. On the 
other hand it was maintained that the goods thus admitted free of 
duty were but little bought by the local population, but were 
distributed all over Russia, with the result that the Customs 
system was dislocated and home industries suffered. It would, it 
was held, be impossible to exclude such goods from Russia in 
Europe, even by the establishment of a Custom House at 
Cheliabinsk, and the Siberian Railway would rapidly be blocked 
by the traffic. 

At an Inter-Departmental Commission, called by the Minister of 
Commerce to meet on 20th March to consider, amongst other 
applications, one by the German managed concern known as the 
Siberian Trade and Industry Company, for the right to import 
annually for a period of ten years, vid the Northern sea route from 
abroad and from European-Russia, a special list of foreign and 
Russian goods, to the extent of 16,121 to 20,161 tons, free of 
customs duty as regards foreign goods, and free of excise as 
regards Russian, the application was rejected.

MISCELLANEOUS SERIES.

There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 


India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall available information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &c. 

Queensland.—For the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A collection of articles representative of the pastoral, agricultural, 
and mining industries of Queensland is on view, and information 
regarding these industries can be obtained at the Office, as above. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony.—A ‘l'rade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c.

IMPERIAL INSTITUTE, 


The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. ‘The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematie 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10 am. to 5 p.m., in Summer, and from 10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in Winter. Special arrangements may be made for the 
visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 

roducts will be shown in the sample room uttached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 

problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
bi this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 

supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. The ‘‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials. The ‘“ Bulletin” may be 
obtained at the imperial Institute, South Kensington, or from
